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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action dated June 1, 2004. 
Appreciation is expressed to the Examiner for the allowance of claims 3-5 and 7-9 
and the indication of allowable subject matter in claim 2. 

By the present Amendment, claim 2 has been rewritten into independent form 
to incorporate all subject matter of its parent claim 1 to place it in condition for 
allowance in light of the indication of allowable subject matter. Accordingly, entry of 
this Amendment, and allowance of independent claim 2, is respectfully requested. 
Regarding this, it is noted that independent claim 1 has now been canceled, without 
prejudice to the Applicants' right to proceed with the filing of a Continuation 
application directed to the subject matter of claim 1. 

Also the by the present Amendment, the subject matter from claim 1 which 
has been incorporated into claim 2 has been amended to overcome the objection to 
the to the original wording of claim 1 set forth in the claim objection at the bottom of 
page 2 in the Office Action. In addition, each of claims 3, 4 and 5 has been 
amended to address the issues raised at the top of page 3 of the Office Action. 
Therefore, removal of the objections to these claims is respectfully requested. 

Finally, by the present Amendment, claim 6 has been amended to depend on 
independent claim 2 rather than the canceled claim 1 . With regard to claim 6, it is 
noted that it is stated on page 4 of the Office Action that "claims 3-9 are allowed." 
On the other hand, claim 6 is rejected in the rejection set forth on page 3 of the 
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Office Action. In any event, inasmuch as claim 6 has now been made dependent on 
claim 2 (which has been indicated as containing allowable subject matter), it is 
Applicants' understanding that claim 6 should now also be in condition for allowance. 

In light of the above noted amendments to claims 2-6, allowance of claims 2- 
6, together with claims 7-9, indicated as allowable, is respectfully requested.
